Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of Millbury: 


The Board of Selectmen respectfully submits the reports of 
the various Town Officers for the year ending December 31, 1980.

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The year of 1980 saw much of the Selectmen’s time and 
efforts focused on down town activities. In early spring, the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Works awarded the bid for 
the Street and Sidewalk Reconstruction Project (on Elm, Canal, 
and Main Streets) to A. Amorello & Sons, Inc., general contractors 
from Worcester. Amorello brought the first heavy equipment into 
Town in June and worked steadily until December. According to 
the State Resident Engineer, who is overseeing the project, the 
work appears to be progressing well ahead of schedule. We ask 
that you bear with us through one more summer of construction, 
and again promise that in the end, all the delays and detours will 
be “worth it”. 


We applaud the formation of the Millbury Business 
Association this summer. We recognize that the Selectmen and 
the Merchants will have many common goals as we strive to 
maintain and promote Millbury’s economic vitality. We look 
forward to working with the Association in the future. 


For the first time this year, in order to shift some emphasis to 
the needs of our older housing stock, the Selectmen submitted an 
application to the United States Department of Housing and 
Urban Development for a housing rehabilitation project. After 
several hearings we chose a target area in and directly adjacent to 
the Downtown Project area. We had hoped to receive Federal 
funds to loan or grant to private property owners with homes in 
need of major repairs; however, the competition for these funds 
was stiff: our project was not selected for funding. We still believe 
that the project is a valid one and anticipate applying again for 
future funding. 


In September, after many hearings and joint meetings with our 
Cable Television Advisory Committee, we chose to award the 
franchaise for the installation of cable television to the firm of 
Greater W-D (Webster-Dudley Cable TV) of Webster, Massachu- 
setts. In December, the Selectmen and the cable company formal- 
ized the Provisional License Agreement. The company reports 
that it has applied for all of the necessary permits with other 
utility companies and has all of the necessary wire and equipment 
in stock. Officials from Greater W-D anticipate filing for their 
Final License Agreement in early 1981 and hope to begin 
installations early this summer. We are pleased to bring this 
added service to Millbury residents. 


In the spring before the final session of the Annual Town 
Meeting, the Selectmen with aid from the Personnel Board and a 
professional negotiator successfully negotiated three-year labor 
contracts with our three general government bargaining groups: 
police officers, clerical employees, and public works employees. 
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In accordance with the vote at the 1980 Annual Town 
Meeting, the Selectmen took the necessary steps to demolish the 
former East Millbury School on Wheelock Avenue and have since 
turned the property over to the Parks and Recreation Commission 
for their use and jurisdiction. 


In March we accepted with regret the resignation of a 
member of the Board of Selectmen, Mabel G. Stockwell. The 
Annual Town Election in April brought Edward R. Wilczynski to 
the Board to fill Mrs. Stockwell’s remaining term and brought the 
re-election of Harold F. Ostrowski and Peter F. Keenan, Jr. At the 
reorganization meeting held on April 15th Mr. Donnelly was re- 
elected Chairman, Mr. Ostrowski was re-elected as Vice Chairman, 
and Paul Koolios was re-elected Clerk. At the General Election 
held in November, a member of our Board, Mr. Kollios was elected 
by the voters in the Seventh Worcester Representative District to 
serve as our State Representative in the Massachusetts General 
Court. 


A large portion of our time in 1980 was spent serving on State 
and Regional Committees, such as the Worcester County Select- 
men’s Association, the Worcester Regional Transit Authority, the 
Worcester County Advisory Board, the Central Massachusetts 
Regional Planning Agency, the Route 146 Improvements Commit- 
tee, and the Central Massachusetts Regional Solid Waste Disposal 
Committee and as representatives to such Town Committees as 
the Capital Budget Committee, the Industrial Development 
Commission, the Downtown Task Force and the Public Works 
Council. In addition to serving on other committees ourselves, we 
also spent much time recruiting and screening applicants for 
openings which occurred throughout the year in numerous 
positions. 


In closing, we extend our sincere thanks to our office staff, 
other boards, committees and town officials and residents who 
have cooperated with us throughout the year of 1980.

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Report of the 
Certified Public Accountants 


We have examined the financial statements of the Town of 
Millbury at June 30, 1980 and for the year then ended, as listed in 
the accompanying index to financial statements. Except as stated in 
the following paragraph, our examination was made in accordance 
with generally accepted auditing standards and, accordingly, 
included such tests of the accounting records and such other 
auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the circum- 
stances. 


We were not permitted to examine documentation supporting 
property tax abatements of approximately $284,000 granted by 
the Assessors’ Department for the year ended June 30, 1980. 


As described in Note 1, the town prepares its financial state- 
ments using accounting principles which are promulgated by the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts Department of Revenue. As 
described in Note 2, these accounting principles differ in certain 
respects from generally accepted accounting principles, the effects 
of which have not been quantified in the accompanying financial 
statements. 


In our opinion, except for the effects of such adjustments, if 
any, as might have been determined to be necessary had we been 
able to examine the documentation supporting real estate tax 
abatements and except for the effects on the financial statements 
of the differences in accounting principles referred to in the pre- 
ceding paragraph, the financial statements mentioned above 
present fairly the financial position of the various funds and the 
general long-term debt group of accounts of the Town of Millbury 
at June 30, 1980 and the results of operations of such funds for the 
year then ended, in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the preceding 
year. 


Our examination has been made primarily for the purpose of 
expressing an opinion of the financial statements, taken as a 
whole. The accompanying supplementary information is presented 
for analysis purposes and is not necessary for a fair presentation 
of the financial information referred to in the preceding paragraph. 
It has been subjected to the tests and other auditing procedures 
applied in the examination of the financial statements mentioned 
above and, in our opinion, except as stated in the second and third 
preceding paragraphs, is fairly stated in all respects material in 
relation to the financial statements taken as a whole. 
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Certain audit procedures are presented following the

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
June 30, 1980 


Summary of significant accounting policies 

The accompanying financial statements have been pre- 
pared to conform to the accounting practices prescribed by 
the Uniform Municipal Accounting System (Uniform System) 
promulgated by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Revenue. The significant accounting practices re- 
quired by the Uniform System, which are followed by the Town 
of Millbury, are presented below. Accounting requirements of 
the Uniform System vary in certain respects from generally 
accepted accounting principles. A summary of the significant 
differences is presented in Note 2. 


Fund accounting 


Financial transactions of the Town are recorded in the 
following funds and account groups: 


General Fund—includes all revenues and expenditures not 
provided for in other funds. The majority of current 
operations are accounted for in this Fund. 


Revenue Sharing Fund—used to account for all monies 
received and expenditures made from Federal revenue 
sharing entitlements, including interest earned thereon. 


Anti-recession Fund—used to account for all monies 
received and expenditures made from Federal anti-recession 
fund entitlements. 


Trust and Investment Funds—include funds left to the 
Town by bequest, funds appropriated at the Annual Town 
Meeting, and performance deposits. Restrictions have been 
placed on the use of certain of these funds by the respective 
trust agreements or state law. 


General Long-Term Debt Group of Accounts—used to 
account for outstanding principal balances of general long- 
term debt. Principal payments and interest related to 
general long-term debt are recorded in the General Fund 
when paid. 


Deferred Revenue Fund—used to account for sewer projects 
that benefit certain property owners rather than all citizens 
of the Town. Assessments are transferred to the General 
Fund as they become current and due from property 
owners. The assets and liabilities of the Deferred Revenue 
Fund are reduced by the amount of these transfers. 
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Revenue recognition 


Real estate and personal property tax levies are recorded as 
revenue in amounts equal to the total taxes levied less 
reserves for abatements. 


State and local receipts are recorded as revenue when 
received in cash. Accounts receivable balances (except for real 
estate and personal'property taxes receivable) and tax titles 
and possessions are fully reserved until collected in cash. 


Federal and state grant revenues, except for amounts re- 
ceived under the Revenue Sharing and Anti-recession 
Programs, are recorded in General Fund balance sheet 
accounts when received in cash. Authorized expenditures 
under terms of the grants are charged to the accounts when 
paid. 
| Revolving funds are also recorded in General Fund 
balance sheet accounts upon receipt in cash; these accounts 
are subsequently charged for expenditures or appropriations. 


Expenditures, encumbrances and appropriations 


Expenditures are recorded on the basis of cash disburse- 
ments. Cash disbursements made during the fifteen days 
immediately following the close of each year, which are related 
to the prior year, are recorded as if paid on or before the end of 
the year. 


Encumbrances are appropriation balances for goods and 
services not yet received or performed at the end of the fiscal 
year. Continued appropriations, primarily capital projects, are 
carried forward until completion of the authorized project or 
until closed to surplus revenue by vote of a Town Meeting. 


The unexpended and unencumbered balances of appropri- 
ations are transferred to surplus revenue at the end of each fis- 
cal year, since authority to expend the balances ceases. 


Budgetary accounts 


Estimated revenues and appropriations for the succeeding 
fiscal year are amounts which have been authorized to be 
raised and expended at the Annual or Special Town Meetings. 
The excess of appropriations over estimated revenues repre- 
sents appropriations from surplus revenue or overlay surplus 
for the succeeding fiscal year. 


Overdrawn appropriations, which result from actual 
expenditures being greater than amounts appropriated, must 
be raised through the succeeding fiscal year property tax 
levies. 
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Generally accepted accounting principles 


The significant differences between the accounting prac- 
tices applied in preparing the accompanying financial state- 
ments (see Note 1) and generally accepted accounting prin- 
ciples (GAAP) are set forth below. It is not practical to 
quantify the effects of differences on the accompanying 
financial statements. 

Fund accounting 

GAAP requires the segregation and reporting of all fin- 
ancial transactions in certain types of funds and groups of 
accounts. Financial transactions for the following types of 
activities are accounted for in the Town’s General Fund, 
which differs from GAAP: 


—Federal and state grant proceeds (except for Revenue 
Sharing and Anti-recession entitlements) and other 
revenues restricted as to use by law or other grantor 
imposed conditions. Under GAAP such revenues would 
be accounted for in Special Revenue Funds. 


— Payments of principal and interest on long-term debt 
issues. Under GAAP such payments would be accounted 
for in a Debt Service Fund. 

—Amounts appropriated and related costs of capital im- 
provement projects. Under GAAP capital improvement 
projects would be accounted for in a Capital Project 
Fund. 


In addition, under GAAP the town would be required to 
establish a General Fixed Asset Group of Accounts to provide 
historical cost information for property, buildings and equip- 
ment. Such information is not required by the Uniform Sys- 
tem. 


Revenue recognition 


Certain federal, state and local revenues which are 
accounted for on the cash basis by the Town would be 
recorded on an accrual basis of accounting under GAAP. 


Expense recognition 


GAAP requires the use of the accrual basis of expense 
recognition in all funds. 


Pursuant to provisions of the Massachusetts General 
Laws, the Town recognizes as an expenditure its share of 
retirement plan and unemployment compensation costs on a 
pay-as-you-go basis. Under GAAP such costs would be 
accounted for on an accrual basis as benefits are earned by 


59 


employees. In addition, any unfunded vested benefits would 
be disclosed. 
Appropriation of surplus 

GAAP requires the segregation of surplus which has 
been appropriated for expenditure in a subsequent year. In 
accordance with the Uniform System, the Town records as 
budgetary accounts the estimated revenues and appropri- 
ations voted for the succeeding fiscal year. The excess of 
appropriations over estimated revenues for fiscal 1981 
represents appropriations from surplus revenue for the 
succeeding year voted at Town Meetings. 


3. Retirement system 


The Town is a member of the Worcester County Retire- 
ment System which provides pension benefits for substantially 
all employees, except School Department employees, under 
the Massachusetts Contributory Retirement Law which 
prescribes the formula for computing retirement allowances. 
The Town pays its share of retirement costs by expending 
annually the amounts certified by the State Division of Insur- 
ance to the Town’s County Retirement Board. Pension 
expense for the year ended June 30, 1980 applicable to this 
plan amounted to approximately $156,000. 


At present, the Division of Insurance assesses participat- 
ing retirement systems such amounts as are necessary to meet 
the annual-cost of pension benefits to retired employees on a 
pay-as-you-go basis. Should future pension assessments be 
determined on an actuarial basis, it is probable that the 
Town’s annual pension costs would be increased. 


School teachers and certain other School Department 
employees participate in a plan administered by the Massa- 
chusetts Teachers’ Retirement Board. The Town does not 
contribute to this plan.

Contingencies 


There are certain legal actions pending against the Town, 
the outcome of which cannot be predicted at this time. 
However, the Town’s interests are being vigorously defended 
and such actions are not material to the Town’s financial con- 
dition. Any liability resulting from settlement of legal actions 
must be appropriated from future tax levies. 
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The Town has received federal and state grants for 
specific purposes that are subject to reviews and audit by the 
grantor agencies. Such audits could lead to requests for reim- 
bursement to the grantor agency for expenditures disallowed 
under terms of the grant. Town management believes such 
disallowances, if any, will be immaterial. 
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Report of the Town Treasurer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the 
Town of Millbury: 


I hereby submit my second annual report as Town Treasurer, 
and a grateful thank you to all the departments for the help and 
cooperation extended to me over the past year. 


Last year I commented on an investment program that I 
initiated. I am very please to inform you, that program has shown 
interest income to the Town in the amount of $290,274.72 for the 
calendar your 1980. 


One of the other programs implemented by this department, 
is in the area of Tax Title property. Although still in its early 
stages, I have collected $29,199.70 of the total due the Town, plus 
interest. I expect this figure to be more than threefold next year. 

An employee file has been set up. Although very time con- 
suming to maintain, I believe it is essential to have and will prove 
very worthwhile in the future.

Report of the 
Inspector of Buildings and Zoning Agent 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit the Annual Report of the Inspector of 
Buildings and Zoning Agent, duly appointed by you, for the 
period ending December 31, 1980. 


This past year has seen an increase in Building Permits 
issued in comparison to 1979. The increase has been in almost all 
of the classifications listed below. 


Throughout the year, this office has made about 450 visits for 
inspections, investigations and complaints. This is in addition to 
processing applications for Building Permits and inquiries by 
telephone, which amounted to about 350 calls, which have been 
documented for record. 


As of this report, 97 permits were issued for installation of 
coal and wood burning stoves. This is a reminder that installation 
has to be in compliance with the State Building Code requirements, 
which requires an inspection and permit by the Inspector of 
Buildings. Information concerning installation requirements can 
be obtained at the Board of Health office or by contacting the 
Inspector of Buildings. 


Let it also be noted that a new permit fee schedule is being 
prepared, showing an increase in every category. Also, fee 
schedule that is set by the State Building Code Commission is also 
scheduled to show an increase in every category. This includes 
Places of Assembly, such as lounges, restaurants, bars, bingo 
halls, nursing and rest homes. Also, multi-family dwellings of six 
(6) or more units, which will all require an Inspection Certificate. 
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Applications for Building Permits may be obtained and 
appointments made through the Board of Health Secretary from 
9:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m., Monday through Friday, or by dialing my 
home telephone number, 755-5432, anytime after 6:00 p.m. during 
the week. My office hours are from 6:30 p.m. to 8:30 p.m. on 
Tuesday evenings at the Board of Health office in the Municipal 
Office Building.

The voters at the Annual Town Meeting voted to transfer a 
total of $289,216.00 from the Revenue Sharing Account and as of 
June 30, 1980, there was a balance of $322,688.00. Since that time 
due to the receipt of additional Revenue Sharing entitlement 
payments; interest earned as a result of the Treasurer’s careful 
investment; and funds returned to the Revenue Sharing Account 
which were not completely used, there was a balance as of 
December 31, 1980 of $477,236.00. 


Revenue Sharing Funds must be appropriated within two 
years from the date of receipt. The funds may be spent for any 
purpose for which your government may legally spend its own 
money. Citizens must have an opportunity to suggest or comment 
on possible uses of the money and two hearings are held for this 
purpose. 


The Federal Revenue Sharing Program was implemented to 
assist all general units of government in the United States in 
funding capital programs. Therefore, it has been the policy of the 
Capital Budget Committee in Millbury to utilize the Revenue 
Sharing monies for capital purchases and projects. By doing this 
Millbury has been able to acquire equipment and start programs 
that they otherwise would not have been able to afford. The 
Capital Budget Committee would like to continue in this same 
vein even though Proposition 2% could affect the way Revenue 
Sharing monies are utilized. You can be sure that the Capital 
Budget Committee will be working diligently with all departments 
and taking a hard look at the total financial picture of the Town. 
As stated by one member of the Capital Budget Committee, the 
day we stop updating and repairing our capital equipment, the 
Town will be in trouble. 


At this writing we have been informed that Congress has 
voted to continue the Revenue Sharing Program for another three 
years.

Report of the 
Office of Civil Defense 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the 
Town of Millbury, I hereby submit the Annual Report of the Civil 
Defense Department: 


The department’s training program, which was given top 
priority for the past year, has proven to be a definite asset to our 
town. The results of such training are shown in the following 
reports on the three divisions of this department. 


1. The C.D. Auxiliary Police have accumulated a total of 417% 
man-hours of police duty through the on-duty training program. 
Such practice aids in keeping these men and women up to par 
while, at the same time, offering a tax-free service to their town. 


This is the second consecutive year in which CPR classes 
were made available to members of all three units of the Civil 
Defense, as well as any interested members of our regular Fire 
Department. Certificates were issued upon completion of the 
course which also included a First Aid course on Emergency Relief 
of Airway Obstructions. 


Army and Civil Defense disaster films have been initiated 
into the training program. Since disasters (such as fire, flood, 
hurricane and tornado) can have an adverse effect on many of our 
town departments, I would like to take this opportunity to invite 
any interested members to attend these filmings, if only to 
demonstrate the need for advance planning in times of natural 
disasters. ‘Civil Preparedness” is not the responsibility of the 
Civil Defense Director alone. He must bring together the heads of 
all departments so that they, in times of disaster, will be prepared 
to work together for one common cause—the safety of all our 
citizens. 


2. The C.D. Auxiliary Firefighters who were appointed this year 
helped fill many vacancies on our regular Fire Department and, al- 
though many of the more recent applicants remain in Civil 
Defense to serve as Auxiliaries, there is still a need for more 
personnel. I urge any interested parties to contact this office at 
755-5302. The requirements are that all applicants must be a 
resident of the Town of Millbury, at least 18 years of age and in 
good physical condition.

Training, 
under the auspices of the Millbury Fire Department, will be 
provided. 
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3. The C.D. Rescue Squad now has two members who 
finished E.M.T. training classes this year. This is another plus 
towards the credit of a division of such importance to our town. 
This Squad is essential to our Police & Fire Departments and 
functions in coordination with both. Throughout the past year, 
they have answered 154 alarms of fire and have responded to 15 
rescue call, 9 service calls and, on three separate occasions, lent a 
total of 62 hrs. of assistance needed at public town functions. 
Actual practice & training time for the year 1980 totaled 252 
hours.

This has been a very busy and successful year for the 
Millbury Council on Aging, which is located in the Asa Waters 
Mansion. The Senior Center is open five days a week: Monday 
through Thursday, 9 to 4, and Friday 9 to 1. The Council on Aging 
has 1165 registered elderly citizens the age of 60 and over. The 
elderly population in the town is 2175 and increasing every year. 


Information and Referral: The Council on Aging has serviced 
elderly by obtaining Social Security, SSI, Retirement, Housing, 
Financial, Medex, Medicare, Medicaid, and all general information 
needed for them to maintain themselves as independent persons. 
This counselling has been done by office visits, home visits and 
telephone conversations. Our office staff puts out a quarterly 
newsletter that reaches 1500 persons on the mailing list. Weekly 
newspaper articles appear in local papers to keep the senior 
population abreast of pertinent information. 


Physical Exercise: This program of easy movement exercises 
is offered one moring per week and is under the direction of the 
Millbury District Nurses. 


Hot Lunch Program: Our hot enc program is offered 1 day 
per week, and is available to us from the School Department. We 
serve an average of 60 seniors at each lunch, and the cost is 50¢ 
per meal. 


I.D. CARDS: We offer Senior Citizen I.D. cards during our 
regular business hours and the cost is $1.00. We are very fortunate 
in having the I.D. camera right at the Senior Center. 


Shopping Trips: We have a bus that takes our elderly to a 
shopping center 1 morning per week. The shopping centers chosen 
have the following type stores: food, drug, clothing, & miscellaneous. 


Legal Service: On Wednesday morning a representative from 
the Central Mass. Legal Association comes to the Senior Center to 
answer questions involving legal matters, wills, payments, etc. 
The paralegal sees an average of 5 seniors per week. 


Vita Program: Two volunteer income tax consultants admin- 
istered this program by assisting our elders with income tax 
questions. 
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Crafts Program: This program is sponsored by the Volunteers 
in Service to the Elderly (V.I.S.E. Squad). On Wednesday 
mornings the class is under the instruction of Senior Aide Irene 
Army. 


Also in conjunction with the classes, we have started a Craft 
Store. Along with the handmade goods of the class, we have the 
homebound and other elderly putting their items in the store. 


Bowling Program: A group of elderly have been bowling on 
Friday afternoons at the T-Bird lanes in Auburn. They have found 
this form of exercise very enjoyable. 


Stay Well Clinics: On the first two Tuesdays of each month, 
we provide blood pressure clinics at the Senior Center. This 
program is under the direction of the Millbury District Nurses. 
Clinics are also held at each of the housing projects one day per 
month. Over 100 elderly are seen at these clinics. 


Podiatrist Clinic: This clinic has been provided by a State 
grant and has proven to be very successful. An average of 30 
people are seen both at the clinic and in their homes if unable to 
come to the Center. The Podiatrist Clinic is held every other 
month on a Tuesday. 


Glaucoma Screening: A Glaucoma screening clinic was held 
at the Senior Center. The testing was done by Dr. James Pialtos, 
assisted by Gloria Roberts and a Millbury District Nurse. The 
screening machine was secured by Stephen Wilinsky of the 
Millbury Lions Club. Over 70 seniors were tested and 5 cases were 
detected. 


Flu and Pnewmonia Shot Clinic: This program was sponsored 
by the Millbury District Nurses, and 269 received shots at the 
Senior Center. 


Social Activities: We offer a social on Wednesday afternoons, 
whist on Thursday afternoon, and a Cribbage League on Monday 
mornings. These programs offer our elderly a good time, friendship 
and companionship. 


Future Programs: The Council is looking into having a 
Hearing Test Clinic, Home-bound delivered meals program, 
Weatherization Workshops, and health informational forums. 


The Senior Center was chosen as a Fuel Assistance Intake Site 
for the program that is administered by the Worcester Community 
Action Council. On Mondays by appointment, the intake worker 
took applications. 


The Council on Aging regrets the loss by death of Florida Bazin. 
As a Board Member and a friend, she is greatly missed. 
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The Council on Aging sincerely thanks all town departments, 
town agencies, local organizations, churches and the citizens in 
Millbury for their continued support. 

The Council on Aging has met with some staff changes: 
Judith O’Connor was appointed director. We have been extremely 
fortunate to have such an understanding person concerned with 
the programs and services being now and in the future to the 
Seniors in Millbury. 

Marion Nyberg has been chosen as secretary for the Council. 
Along with Louise McGee and Irene Army, we have added two 
additional Senior Aides to the staff; they are Anita Boria and 
Albert Girouard. The entire staff has done an outstanding job, 
and we give them our sincere thanks.

News releases to local 
newspapers along with summaries of the sites and guidelines for 
the Worcester Community Action Council Assistance program 
were made available. 


The Committee has also worked very closely with other town 
agencies, including the Council on Aging, who had an intake site 
at the Senior Center for the WCAC Fuel Assistance program. 


While it appears that heating fuel supplies are adequate, the 
prices have been extremely high and this has placed a severe 
burden on low-income and those on fixed incomes. 


We would like to thank Joan Hagstrom, Anne Humes, 
Francis Pierce and Paul Johnson for also serving on this 
committee during the year.

We hereby submit our report for the year ending December 
31, 1980. 


The beginning of 1980 began with the ending of a long 
and pleasant association with the resignation of Mrs. Francis 
Anderson as Animal Inspector. Mrs. Anderson had been associated 
with this position for the last 15 years, and in that time, she 
formulated and operated her department in such a way, that it 
became an example for other towns to follow. Before leaving, she 
made certain the town would be in good hands, with the transition 
of her duties to George and Bertie Royal, who were named Dog 
Officers as well as Animal Inspectors. They have made the 
transition an easy one, and we look forward to a long and happy 
association with them. 


ALL contagious diseases and animal bites are reportable to 
the Board of Health, and the following were reported in 1980:

Our clinics this year saw a decrease in the number of pre- 
schoolers at the immunization clinics, with a total of 61 children 
being seen.

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Discussions were held at the meetings regarding the furnish- 
ing of the East Parlor of the Asa Waters Mansion as a dual pro- 
ject of the Commission and the Millbury Historical Society. Of the 
many points discussed, the need for a burglar alarm system for 
the mansion was the more prominent. Refurnishing the room was 
a point of interest, to be accomplished by the Commission and the 
Millbury Historical Society. Those who may wish to donate appro- 
priate furnishings of the Federal period are asked to contact those 
on the Committee, which includes Dorothy Day, Dorothy Briel, 
Barbara Swenson, Zoe White, Ruth Shimkus and Dorothy 
Wellington. 


Certain Grafton residents expressed an interest to the 
Commission of their desire to discuss joint efforts. Though there 
was genuine interest on both sides, the Commission members felt 
that they should gain more experience in their own right before 
offering help elsewhere. 


The Massachusetts Historical Commission is unwilling to 
fund any grants to towns that have not submitted the basic field 
survey requirements. With this in mind, the Commission sub- 
mitted their request for a budget of $3,850.00 into the Town 
Warrants in order to engage a professional concern to produce 
such a survey. 


With the approval of the budget at the Annual Town 
Meeting, the Commission members voted unanimously to engage 
Herron and Carlson, Architects, to proceed with their first phase 
of the town Survey as outlined in their proposal. The survey 
involved roving the township photographing buildings and 
collecting data on construction, style, dates and available informa- 
tion on previous owners. Herron and Carlson’s first phase is in its 
final stages of completion and they are engaged in developing a 
proposal for the second stage of their work scope which will bring 
the Town of Millbury closer to the goals which have been set for 
obtaining grant funds for worthwhile projects.

Report of the 
Millbury Housing Authority 


The Millbury Housing Authority hereby presents the annual 
report for the year ending 1980. 


CHAPTER 200-1 


The Chapter 200-1 Project, located on Memorial Drive, pro- 
vides housing for twenty-five (25) low income families. This pro- 
ject remains fully occupied at the end of thirty-one (31) years. 


With funding received through the Modernization Program, 
the Authority was able to do a complete renovation of the bath- 
rooms and make improvements in the kitchens by replacing the 
sinks, countertops and restore and refinish the cabinets. This con- 
tract was awarded to Ropes Construction Company, Inc. of 
Marblehead for a total cost of $72,053.94. Architect for this 
portion of the program was Richard Lamoureau Associates, of 
Worcester, Massachusetts. Another improvement made this year 
under the Modernization Program was the installation of Masonite 
Siding on all twenty-five (25) units at a cost of $76,485.00. This 
contract was awarded to Rockwell, Inc. of Leominster, Massachu- 
setts. Architect for the siding job was Interact, Inc. of Acton, 
Massachusetts. 
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Beginning September 1, 1980. a utility allowance in the form 
of a rent credit was given to all tenants under this program in 
accordance with directives received from the Executive Office of 
Communities and Development. To avoid “double dipping” the 
Federal Fuel Assistance Program for eligible applicants living in 
the 200-1 project will be handled by the Housing Authority. 


Newly elected members of the Memorial Drive Tenant 
Association are: Linda Woll, Chairperson, Mary Turner, Vice 
Chairperson, Ann McArdle, Secretary, Dorothy Caika, Treasurer 
and Patricia Moore, member at large. 


ELDERLY — 667-C 


This project is made up on ninety-two (92) apartments for the 
elderly. Thirty-two (32) are located on Pearl Street and Sixty (60) 
are located on Colonial Drive. Both projects continue to be fully 
occupied. The Pearl Street project has completed twenty-one (21) 
years of accupancy and the Colonial Drive project has completed 
seven (7) years of occupancy. 


The installation of replacement windows, large picture window 
and bathroom window, at the Pearl Street complex was completed 
this year at a cost of $16,427.00. This project was funded through 
the Modernization Program. Contractor for the installation was 
Modern Manufacturering of Worcester, Massachusetts. Architect 
was Richard Lamoureau Associates of Worcester, Massachusetts. 


Community halls in both projects are enjoyed by tenants for 
bingo, card parties, social activities etc. 


Newly elected officers of the Linden (Pearl Street) Apartment 
Tenant Association are: Edward Lavallee, Chairperson, Osama 
Ward, Vice Chairperson, Elsie Conlon, Secretary, Edith Army, 
Treasurer and Florence Jensen, Member at large. Officers of the 
Colonial Apartment Tenant Association are: Edward Comeau, 
Chairperson, Alma Ethier, Vice Chairperson, Ethel Comeau, 
Secretary, Waldo Goulet, Treasurer and Mary Scannell, Member 
at large. 


ELDERLY/HANDICAPPED 667-3 


The 667-3 project will provide fifty-four (54) units of housing 
for the elderly. Three (3) of the units are specially designed for the 
handicapped. These units are in the process of being built on the 
“Old Town Hall” site and the former Riley property in the center 
of Millbury. The contract for the construction of these units was 
awarded to the lowest bidder, Fontaine Brothers of Springfield, 
Massachusetts in the amount of $1,917,699.00. Beacon Archi- 
tectural Associates of Boston, Massachusetts designed the new 
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project. Groundbreaking Ceremonies were held August 13, 1980. 
The contractor’s completion date is October 30, 1981.

On behalf of all the citizens residing in our elderly projects, 
the Authority wishes to sincerely thank the many organizations 
and clubs for the numerous services and kindnesses rendered them 
during the year. A sincere thank you also to Mr. Leo Pottie of the 
Colonial Apartments who devotedly continues to raise and lower 
the Flag each day. 


CHAPTER 705 


Funding in the amount of $270,000.00 was awarded the 
Housing Authority for purchase of scattered site properties for 
placement of large families of low income in need of three (3) or 
more bedrooms. As of December 31, 1980, the Authority has 
purchased five such properties. 


The Financial contract between the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts and the Millbury Housing Authority has recently been 
amended and submitted to the board of Directors for approval to 
read from $270,000.00 to $620,000.00, thus awarding the Authority 
with an additional $350,000.00 to provide safe and decent housing 
to low income families. 


CHAPTER 707 


The Chapter 707 program is a subsidized rental program. As 
of December 31, 1980, the Authority has eighteen (18) units under 
lease with private landlords. This program services both elderly 
and families who meet the low income eligibility regulations. 


MAINTENANCE 


The Authority’s maintenance department is made up of one 
full time employee, Mr. Robert Fisher, head maintenance person 
and one part-time employee, Mr. Albert Gagliardi. Due to cuts in 
funding, we have not been able to employ additional personnel 
under the CETA program. The Authority did however take 
advantage of the Youth Corps Program and employed three high 
school youths during the summer inder this program. All Housing 
properties, 200-1 family, 705 family and 667 elderly are efficiently 
maintained by our maintenance staff. 


ADMINISTRATION 


Effective August 15, 1980, Mrs. Irene B. Sullivan was 
appointed full time Executive Director of the Millbury Housing 
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Authority. Mrs. Sullivan is certified as a Public Housing Manager 
and had served the previous year as Acting Executive Director. 
The resignation of Mrs. Nancy Vaillancourt as part-time office 
clerk was accepted. Mrs. Mary Cobb now fills the position of office 
clerk.

“Jaws of Life’ Fund Committee: 


Once again, on behalf of the entire committee, I would like to 
thank all those who helped make this drive such a huge success. 
While the “Jaws of Life” Account will be deleted from the Annual 
Town Report, and there will be no written “thanks again” to all 
those who deserve it, the appreciation will still live on. 


The jaws tool, along with it’s related rescue equipment, will 
remain in the custody of the C.D. Rescue Squad and will be 
housed in the new Rescue Truck upon it’s arrival in March of 1981. 
Since the day it was accepted as a gift to the Town of Millbury, 
the jaws tool has proven itself to be one of the most useful lifesaving 
devices we have ever owned. Each time it is being used, I’m sure 
that a renewed thanks goes out to all those who made it possible, 
along with an appreciation that will never end.

As members of the Board of Trustees of Millbury Pubic 
Library, we herewith submit our annual report for 1980: 


As Director of the Millbury Public Library since July 1, 1980, 
I submit the following report for 1980: 

During the year 1980, the Library was open 293 days. Our 
weekly schedule is Monday, 9:00 a.m. to 5:30 p.m.; Tuesday 
through Friday, 9:00 a.m. to 8:00 p.m. and Saturday, 10:00 a.m. 
to 1:00 p.m. from September to June; we are closed on Saturdays 
during July and August. These hours total fifty-five and a half 
hours per week during the regular year and fifty-two and a half 
during the summer. 

The total number of items added to our collection in 1980 was 
3,256 (2,735 purchased and 521 donated):

It was a very busy year for the staff of the Millbury Public 
Library. The total circulation for the year was 56,117, an increase 
of 6,087 over the year 1979. Circulation increased in the areas of 
records, nonfiction (adult and juvenile), magazines and paperbacks. 
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Also contributing to the increase in these circulation figures was 
in the use made by Millbury Public Library of the Central 
Regional Library System. The Central Regional Library System 
also provides the “Questing Beast” bookmobile which lends a core 
group of books to libraries within the Central Regional System for 
a three month period. 


During 1980, 251 interlibrary loan requests were fulfilled by 
the Regional Offices at Worcester Public Library and the Fitchburg 
Public Library, a decrease of 106 from last year. The decrease in 
the number of interlibrary loan requests is a direct result of the 
Millbury Public Library being able to fulfill the requests for 
needed materials rather than having to send to the Worcester and 
Fitchburg Public Libraries. The reduction each year of the 
number of interlibrary loan requests reflects the present and ever 
increasing quality of the collection of the Millbury Public Library. 
153 films were borrowed from the Film Library in Worcester by 
local nursing homes, schools, organizations and church groups. 


1980 brought changes to the staff of the Millbury Public 
Library which included the resignation of Susan Therriault, 
Librarian. Mrs. Therriault was Library Director for six years. 
Additions to the staff included Deborah Morelly, Library Page 
and two Senior Aides from the Worcester Senior Employment 
Program (Flora Croteau and Theda Wright). The Library was also 
fortunate to have three Neighborhood Youth Corps teenagers 
during the summer months and one during the academic year. 
Volunteers were also implemented for improving the organizational 
functions of the library such as shelf reading, shelving books, 
assisting at the circulation desk, etc. Library volunteers included 
Barbara Hall, Marietta White, Betty Teske and Chris Emmons. 


In the year 1979, the Library Board of Trustees and Library 
staff learned of its limitations and resolved to expand the facilities 
of the Library. Plans for a new addition to the existing library 
were drawn up and presented at the Town Meeting in April, 1980. 
The new addition was voted down, however, we are still holding 
the plans for the new library addition. 


Children’s programs continued in the summer with the theme 
“Election Fever”. Activities included weekly craft classes, Friday 
afternoon films, morning storyhour and the “Election Fever 
Reading Club”. “Election Fever Reading Club” members received 
hands on experience about what the voting process is all about by 
using a real voting machine on loan from the Town Hall to vote for 
their favorite book of the summer. 


In September, the library sponsored a “Jogging Night” with 
Mark Murray from the Bill Rogers Running Center who gave 
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joggers tips on running gear and injury prevention. We also 
presented a “Wednesday Night at the Movies” film program at 
the Asa Waters Mansion on two Wednesday nights per month 
showing film classics such as “African Queen”, “Stagecoach” and 
“King and I”. In October, Mary Raymond of Auburn gave a 
stained glass demonstration on copper foil and lead. Also in 
October the Friends of the Millbury Public Library had a very 
successful book fair in the basement of the Library. On November 
6th, “The Kids On the Block”, a troupe of disabled and nondisabled 
puppets which was presented through the Central Regional 
Library System came to the library and showed children in the 
audience what it is like to be handicapped. Also in November, we 
had an outstanding demonstration by Pat DiCandia of Salo 
Florist on various floral arrangments. 


The Christmas season brought two special programs to the 
library. On December 3rd, we presented a special Christmas movie 
“Tt’s a Wonderful Life” and the Friends of the Millbury Public 
Library provided delicious desserts and refreshments for the 
public. Nancy Tabor on December 10 gave a marvelous demonstra- 
tion on how to make a Christmas wreath and Christmas ornaments 
for the tree. 

In addition to the adult and children’s programs, the 
Millbury Public Library through the efforts of the Board of 
Trustees and library staff continue to provide quality service to 
the residents of Millbury. We want to thank all the volunteers 
who helped with all the library programs throughout the year and 
all the many generous people who donated books to the library.

Twenty-nine plans were signed during the past year by the 
Planning Board as not requiring approval under the subdivision 
control law. These plans show divisions of land with adequate 
frontage (as required by zoning) on a public way. 


Two Special Permits wre granted by the Planning Board 
during 1980. Amorello & Sons Inc. was granted a Special Permit 
to use a temporary contruction trailer during the downtown recon- 
struction project and the Board of Health was granted a Special 
Permit for the removal of vegetation for the future expansion of 
the sanitary landfill. 


During 1980, the Planning Board secured the completion of 
two previously unresolved subdivisions; Blanchard Drive and 
May Street —Margaret Avenue. These three streets will be on the 
Annual Town Warrant for acceptance as town ways. However, it 
was necessary to initiate litigation regarding the completion of 
Ramshorn Estates. In an attempt to avoid future difficulties with 
the construction of subdivisions the Board has adopted revised 
rules and regulations governing the subdivision of land in 
Millbury. These regulations, drafted by our Town Planner, set up 
a stringent inspection schedule and place time limits on the com- 
pletion of subdivisions. Hopefully the new regulations will serve 
to avert some of the problems that have occurred in the past. 
However, the key to obtaining subdivision compliance, continues 
to be the quality and the administration of the inspection process. 
The cost of obtaining this type of administration is a sound invest- 
ment. 
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At the present time there are four approved, but uncompleted 
subdivisions in Millbury. These four subdivisions represent 153 
new houses and 11 new streets. As of December, 1980 there were 
two subdivisions under construction; Gover Road (35 lots) and 
five streets off of Grafton St. (46 lots). As the year came to a close, 
we received a preliminary plan for another subdivision in town. 


At the Annual Town Meeting, voters approved three Articles 
submitted by the Planning Board. 


— An amendment was made to the Open Space Community 
Bylaw which allows the Planning Board to increase the 
density in a Cluster Development in exchange for certain 
amenities which could not otherwise be required. The ultimate 
objective being to provide the needed flexibility to enable 
better designed and more harmonious development; 


— An amendment was made which designated the Planning 
Board as the Special Permit Granting Authority for several 
types of Special Permits; 


— Three roads were designated as Scenic Roads, such desig- 
nation provides for a Public Hearing for any road construction 
which involves the removal of large trees or stone walls. 


In March, the Planning Board initiated and jointly held with 
the Board of Selectmen, a meeting with many town departments 
to discuss a proposed housing project in Millbury Center. This 
meeting was well attended and the general consensus of those in 
attendance was that while the project offered benefits to Millbury 
Center, there were several drawbacks which needed further study 
and correction. As of this date there has been no further action or 
approval of this proposal. 


Finally as the year came to a close, the Planning Board and 
Board of Selectmen were working on the development of a 
Commercial Area Revitalization Plan (CARD). The completion of 
this plan will allow businesses and commercial developers within 
the CARD district to use tax exempt revenue bond financing with 
interest rates lower than conventional financing, as well as other 
financial incentives. It is hoped that the CARD plan will help 
reverse the trend of commercial disinvestment in Millbury Center. 


The Planning Board holds its regular meetings on the second 
and fourth Monday of each month at 7:30 p.m. The Town Planner, 
Mr. Robert Weitz, is available during regular office hours to 
answer any questions regarding zoning, subdivision, community 
development or other planning matters. Anyone wishing to meet 
with the Board should contact Mr. Weitz at the Municipal Office 
Building. 
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The Planning Board would like to thank all other town de- 
partments for their assistance and cooperation and we would also 
like to encourage all Millbury residents to attend this year’s 
Annual Town Meeting, “the purest form of Democracy”, to take 
part in the affairs of our town.

I have obtained new training 
materials, films, tapes, and literature to keep our safety program 
updated. I will continue to apply for aid in the future and initiate 
new programs to again expand our program throught the Town. 


School bus evacuation was conducted during the year in an 
effort to teach all students the safest method of evacuating a 
school bus in the event of an emergency. This program has been 
very successful through the joint efforts of the school department, 
school bus contractors and bus drivers. We will continue with 
spring and fall evacuation drills for all school children in Millbury. 


The bicycle safety program and inspection was conducted in 
the spring and a similar event will be scheduled in the spring of 
1981. The safety inspection gives the youngsters an opportunity 
to practice the safe and proper operation of a bicycle and 
discussion of rules of the road. All owners are urged to register 
their bicycles at the police department. A free registration form is 
available at the police department and is kept on file in the event 
of theft for easy identification. 


Once again our school crossing guards have done an excellent 
job. We have eleven adult guards located at the busiest intersec- 
tions throughout the Town. Again this year we did not have a 
single child involved in an accident under the guidance of the 
crossing guards. I am looking forward to another accident free 
year with Millbury’s crossing guards continuing dedication to the 
safety of our children. 


In a continuing effort to make our streets a safe place to walk 
I have viewed problem areas during the hours of darkness and 
have made recommendations to up-grade street lighting where 
needed. Several new street signs have been installed and others 
altered to make motor vehicle travel safe for both pedestrians and 
motorists. 


In conclusion I wish to thank everyone that has supported 
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the police department and the safety programs of Millbury. I 
share the desire to make Millbury the safest Town in Worcester 
County.

Report of the Central Massachusetts 
Regional Planning Commission 


The Central Massachusetts Regional Planning Commission 
has served the Town of Millbury and thirty-nine additional 
communities in southern and central Worcester County since 
1963. The Commission’s principal objective is to provide a 
diversified program of local and regional planning services and its 
member communities. 


During the past year the Commission continued its activities 
in land use, housing, wastewater management, solid waste, air 
quality, transportation and technical assistance planning. 

Highlights of the planning program included: 

—preparation of an updated Regional Transportation 
Plan describing the highway and transit needs of the 
region. 

—completion of four elements designed to implement the 
Areawide Wastewater Management Plan. 

—preparation of an Areawide Housing Opportunity Plan 
to determine the assisted housing needs in the region. 


—staff assistance for the Central Massachusetts Resource 
Recovery Project in their public participation 
program. 


—preparation of the element to the Statewide Air 
Quality Implementation Plan relating to mobile emis- 
sions in the region. 

—completion of A-95 reviews for over 150 proposals 
seeking Federal/State financial assistance. 
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The Commission has recently begun the publication of the 
Regional Bulletin, a two page planning memo with items of 
interest to local officials as well as the general public. In the near 
future, a quarterly newsletter will also be published providing 
details of the Commission’s planning activities and the issues 
facing local communities. 


During the past year. the Town of Millbury has been 
represented on the Commission by Richard W. Taft, Edward R. 
Wilczynski, and Donald Markey, delegate(s) and alternate(s) to 
the Central Massachusetts Regional Planning Commission. 


The Commission, Mr. William H. Newton, Director and his 
staff stand ready to serve you. If there are planning services which 
you feel the Commission can provide during the coming year, 
please contact your representatives to the Commission or the 
Commission office directly.

Report of the 
Sewerage Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the 
Town of Millbury, we respectfully submit our Annual Town 
Report for the year ending 1980. 


Accomplishments of the Commission during this year were: 


1. Issued nineteen (19) Sewer Connection Permits to licensed 
drainlayers for sewer connections to the town sewer system by 
private property owners. This completes approximately eighty- 
five percent (85%) of the sewer connections to be made in this 
first phase of sewer construction. 


2. Meeting or exceeding the National Pollutant Discharge Elimina- 
tion System (NPDES) Permit issued by the United States 
Environmental Protection Agency and the Massachusetts 
Division of Water Pollution Control, with the exception of the 
month of November, when The Felters Company discharged a 
substantial amount of sulphuric acid into the sewer system, 
thereby destroying all the bacteria in the filters. 


3. Signed acceptance of Grant Agreement on November 4, 1980 
for award of grant under the “Lateral Sewer Funding Bill” by 
the Massachusetts Division of Water Pollution Control. The 
grant in the amount of $1,644,000.00 will help to finance the 
construction of a $4,796,000.00 sewer project in the Park Hill 
and Holiday Hills areas of Town. The Town’s share of the 
project’s cost will be $3,152,000.00, of which $400,000.00 will 
come from a transfer in funds available in the Sewer Reserve 
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Account, and $2,752,000.00 to be raised by bond issue. Work 
on this project is expected to start within six months, and will 
take approximately one year to complete. 


4. Received an average sewage flow of 8.47% from the Town of 
Sutton, which based on their share of the eligible part of our 
budget is $9,638.23. Since Snider Bros. is presently closed, and 
there are only a few residential dwellings connected into the 
system in the Wilkinsonville area, the percentage rate of flow is 
not as high as was anticipated. 


5. Sewer Department employees, Richard P. Hamilton Jr. and 
James H. Westerman received notification in letter dated 
August 4, 1980 from the Board of Certification of Operators of 
Waste Water Treatment Facilities that they passed the 
February 23, 1980 examination making the grade classification 
for Mr. Hamilton—Grade 2, and Mr. Westerman —Grade 4. 


6. It was determined by laboratory tests in September, 1980 that 
there is no indication of hazardous wastes at the Millbury 
Waste Water Treatment Plant, that we are below the limits 
listed under the Environmental Protection Agency, Resource 
Conservation and Recovery Act (RCRA). Therefore, it is not 
necessary for the Town of Millbury Sewer Department to 
submit an application for a Hazardous Waste Permit. 


The Sewer Reserve Account had a balance of $84,877.52 as of 
December 11, 1980. 


Submitted warrants to the Town Collector in the amount of 
$75,496.00 to be collected in Sewer Use Fees that goes into the 
General Fund, which offsets about sixty-five percent (65%) of our 
budget. 


Money was submitted to the Town Treasurer in the amount 
of $9,855.31 as follows:

The Waste Water Treatment Plant handled, treated, and dis- 
charged one hundred and ninety-eight million, six hundred and 
ninety-five thousand (198,695,000) gallons of effluent to the Black- 
stone River during the past year, which is about seventeen percent 
(17%) less than 1979 due to less infiltration. 
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The charges for the disposal and treatment of domestic sep- 
tage at the Upper Blackstone Water Pollution Abatement District 
Plant will remain the same as it presently is for Fiscal 1981-1982, 
per letter from the District dated October 17, 1980. 


Goals for this year: 


1. Continue to strive for Federal and State funds for construction 
for Center Cleanup areas of Town. 


2. Continue to develop overall master plan. 


3. Continuously strive to meet our Federal and State Discharge 
Permit. 


4. Obtain sewer easements and land takings required for the Park 
Hill, Holiday Hills, and Center Cleanup areas of sewer construc- 
tion. 


5. Extend sewer line in Grafton Street from the existing sewer 
line at Memorial Drive to approximately three hundred and 
twenty feet (320) in conjunction with the reconstruction of 
Grafton Street. 


6. Will continue to hold regular meetings when possible at the 
Waste Water Treatment Plant at 6:00 p.m. on the second 
Tuesday of each month. The public is invited to view the plant 
during any of these meetings.

Report of the Veterans’ Service Department 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


As Veterans’ Agent, I herewith submit my report of services 
rendered for the year ending December 31, 1980. 


As in past years, many applications were completed and pro- 
cessed through this office and forwarded to Local, State and 
Federal departments. These consisted of VA Burial Allowances, 
Widows’ and Veterans’ pensions, Veterans Services assistance, 
Military Headstones, Certificates of Eligibility to purchase homes, 
and Veterans and Widows Annual Questionnaires. 


IMMEDIATE BENEFITS FOLLOWING VETERANS’ DEATH 


The immediate benefits following the death of the veteran—a 
burial flag and burial in National Cemeteries. 


G.I. Insurance: 

If the funeral director has not alerted the VA at the time of the 
veterans’ death, contact your Veterans Agent who will complete the 
insurance Claims and forward them to Philadelphia. 


Burial Expense Reimbursement: 

The funeral director or the Veterans Agent will assist in filing 
for reimbursements of burial expenses which is $300.00, also an 
additional $150.00 plot allowance if he is buried in a private 
cemetery. In the case of a service—connected death there is an 
allowance up to $1,100.00 where veteran died of service-connected 
causes. 


Compensation: 

If the veterans’ death was service-connected, the widow or 
widower and minor children may be eligible for Dependency and 
Indemnity Compensation. 
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Pension: 

Non-service connected death may entitle the widow or widower 
and veterans’ minor children to PENSION payments. 
Childrens Education: 

Children of veterans who die or become permanently and 
totally-disabled because of service-connected disabilities may be 
eligible for ORPHANS EDUCATION ASSISTANCE. 

Widow’s and Widower’s Education: 

Widow’s and Widower’s of veterans who died as the result of 
service-connected disabilities are eligible for education assistance. 

I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen and all other depart- 
ments for their continued co-operation.

ANNUAL REPORT 
Fiscal Year July 1, 1979 to June 30,1980 


1. Basic Organizational Information 


The school year started on Septmeber 5, 1979 and concluded on 
June 19, 1980. The high school was organized to provide four 
years (Freshman, Sophomore, Junior, and Senior) of general 
education, culminating in awarding of high school diplomas to 
students who satisfied the requirements. The fifteen vocational 
programs offered included: Auto Body, Auto Technology, Air 
Conditioning & Refrigeration, Mill and House Carpentry, 
Culinary Arts, Drafting-Machine & Architechural, Electrical, 
Electronics, Graphic Arts, Health Assistant, Machine Shop, 
Metal Fabrication, Painting & Decorating, Plant Maintenance, 
and Plumbing. Successful students were awarded a certificate 
of vocational proficiency at the conclusion of four years of 
training. 

The daily schedule consisted of eight (8), forty-five minute 
periods, starting at 7:55 A.M. and terminating at 2:30 P.M. 
Students were scheduled for academic classes one week followed 
by an alternate week of vocational training. Senior students 
were on a three-week cycle rather than a one week cycle. 


2. Enrollment and Educational Information 


During the months of January and February 1980, all junior 
and senior high schools were visited by the guidance staff of 
the Vocational Regional High School to explain and inform pro- 
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spective students about programs and opportunities available 
at the school. Interested students, boys and girls from the 
thirteen (13) towns who successfully completed the 8th grade, 
were eligible. They were informed about procedures involved to 
make application, the manner in which placements were made 
and the process of enrollment which is established by specific 
spaces allocated to each town as determined by each town’s 
bond indebtedness ration. 


Similar information was provided to parents at two special 
assemblies held at the school on January 22 and 23, 1980. 


Applications were received from 466 students (378 boys and 88 
girls). The total number of new students enrolled as of October 
1, 1980 was 219 (194 boys and 25 girls). 


All newly enrolled students were given an opportunity to 
explore vocational programs other than the program to which 
they were assigned. Approximately 15% of the newly enrolled 
students elected to explore other training fields. 

In addition to the regular day school enrollments, an extended- 
day vocational program (Optional Vocational Education —2:45 
P.M. to 5:30 P.M.) provided daily training for fifty-four (54) 
students who attended local high schools during an abbreviated 
day and also participated in vocational training in the late 
afternoon.

During the school year (1979-80), Seniors who were eligible 
(proficient in their training specialty, complete to-date in all 
school requirements — academic, attendance and conduct) 
participated in the Cooperative Education Program. This 
program provided on-the-job experience with approved employ- 
ers for one hundred and thirty (130) students (120 boys and 10 
girls). These students continued their training in their vocational 
specialty with employers who agreed to support training 
objectives, paid the students at least minimum wage, provided 
workmen’s compensation insurance and submitted progress 
reports regularly to the school. This is one of the most 
successful programs in the Commonwealth. Employers support 
the program enthusiastically and students have maintained 
quality standards in order to be eligible — they learn and earn 
simultaneously. Most of the participants retained permanent 
employment after they graduated. 


Other aspects of the school’s educational endeavors included 
providing vocational and education programs for seventy (70) 
students with Special Needs. 


Each class elected its class officers; student senators were 
elected from the vocational departments. They convened on a 
regular basis, with a faculty advisor, to discuss and act on 
school-student related matters. 


The Junior class sponsored a successful prom which was held at 
Pleasant Valley in Sutton during the Spring recess. 


Students of the Culinary Arts program provided a meals-on- 
wheels for some elderly shut-ins in the local area. Food service 
trainees who operated out of the school’s Three Seasons 
Restaurant provided afternoon meals for the Councils on Aging 
from the Blackstone Valley Region. 
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Thirteen (13) interscholastic athletic teams were provided in the 
following sports: Cross Country, Soccer (Varsity and JV), 
Hockey, Boys and Girls Basketball (Varsity, Freshman and 
JV), Track and Field, Baseball, Softball and Golf. In addition, 
intramural sports were provided in the areas of flag-football, 
basketball and softball. 


Other extra-curricular offerings in which students participated 
included a school newspaper (Valley Tech News) which was 
published five times during the year. The School Yearbook was 
prepared and edited by a student staff and was printed by the 
Graphic Arts Department. 


Graduation exercises for 168 seniors (151 males and 17 females) 
were conducted in the James S. Mullaney Memorial Gymnasium 
on Sunday, June 1, 1980 at 2:00 P.M. Mr. Joseph J. Rahal, 
publisher of the Blackstone Valley Tribune Advertiser, delivered 
the main address. Diplomas and Vocational Certificates were 
presented by Roger V. Burns, Chairman.

School Teachers Association presented forty-four (44) separate 
grants, amounting to $4,921, to graduates from fourteen (14) 
vocational departments.

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3. Adult Training Programs 


Evening adult training was provided by the Vocational Regional 
District in the following vocational specialties: Air Conditioning, 
Auto Body, Auto Technology, Carpentry, Drafting, Electrical, 
Electronics, Graphic Arts, Machine Shop, Metal Fabrication, 
Plumbing Code, Furniture Refinishing, Culinary Arts. 


The training was available in two semesters: October through 
December and January through March. Evening training 
classes were conducted in the Vocational Departments on 
Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thursday evenings from 
6:30 to 9:30 P.M. 


The total individual registrations for the two semesters equaled 
639 men and women (530 males and 109 females). Of that toal, 
328 individuals (272 males and 56 females) earned vocational 
training certificates. These certificates could be used as evidence 
of proficiency in a specific field of work for the purpose of initial 
employment, promotion, cross-training or up-grading with an 
employer. 


The only cost to participants was a $5.00 registration fee. The 
course duration was 60 hours of training each semester. 


4, School Expansion 


The School Committee, following a year of study and analysis, 
voted on May 15, 1980 to incur debt of $2,700,000 for the purpose 
of constructing and equipping an addition to the regional 
vocational high school building. 


The architectural firm of Korslund, LeNormand and Quann, Inc. 
of Norwood, Massachusetts was instructed to prepare bid 
specifications for the project which would accommodate 300 
students and would provide new vocational training programs in 
Data Processing, Word Processing, Health Services, Baking and 
Building/Grounds Maintenance. In addition, Electronics, Machine 
Shop, and Graphic Arts programs would be expanded. 


In accordance with the Vocational Regional School District 
Agreement and the General Laws, each of the 13 member towns 
of the District was notified of the School Committee’s decision. 
Ten towns approved the proposal without holding special town 
meetings. Two towns (Mendon and Upton) held special town 
meetings on June 13 and June 12, 1980, respectively. Both towns 
approved the town of Hopedale held a special town meeting on 
June 30, 1980 and disapproved the proposal. 
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On July 16, 1980, the Emergency Finance Board approved the 
Blackstone Valley Vocational Regional School District’s 
borrowing of $2,500,000.00 


On July 17, 1980 the Committee voted to award the General 
Contract for construction of Additions and Alterations to 
Sterling Engineering & Construction Co., Inc. of Providence, 
R.I. for the sum of $2,223,000.00. At the same meeting the 
Committee voted to authorize the Treasurer to borrow 
$2,230,000.00 of the $2,700,000.00 authorized on May 15, 1980. 
Additionally, the Committee voted to transfer $500,000.00 from 
available funds, to be used in conjunction with the authorized 
$2,230,000.00. 


In conclusion, the project for additions and alterations will cost 
$2,730,000.00 rather than the earlier estimates of $3,200,000.00. 
The School Building Assistance Bureau will reimburse the 
Blackstone Valley Vocational Regional School District at the 
rate of 65% for construction costs and 65% for interest. 


The school year 1979-80 (July 1, 1979 to June 30, 1980) has been 
exceptionally busy. The objectives of vocational education have 
been satisfied. Moreover, the goal of providing more training 
opportunities for greater nembers of people of the Blackstone 
Valley Vocational Regional School District has been initiated. 


Without the exceptional support and cooperation of everyone 
associated with the school system, very little could have been 
accomplished. The common effort provided by the School 
Committee, Administration, Faculty, Support Personnel, 
Advisory Committees and students has been remarkable and 
most appreciated.

Report of the 
Worcester Regional Transit Authority 


INTRODUCTION 


The Worcester Regional Transit Authority is responsible for 
public mass transportation in the City of Worcester and, with the 
membership of Town of Brookfield on June 3, 1980, the following 
14 communities: Auburn, Boylston, Brookfield, Clinton, East 
Brookfield, Grafton, Holden, Leicester, Millbury, North Brookfield, 
Shrewsbury, Spencer, Westborough and West Boylston. The 15 
member municipalities comprise an area of 315,000 square miles 
with a population of 309,867. 


The Organization, operation and financing of the Authority is 
an accordance with Chapter 161B of the General Laws of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


ORGANIZATION 


Each member municipality is represented on the W.R.T.A. 
Advisory Board. By law, the Board consists of the City Manager 
of Worcester and the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen of each 
member town. In Millbury John S. Donnelly, Sr., Vice Chairman, 
represents the municipality. 


The Advisory Board vote is determined by a statutory 
formula based on the most recent assessment. The vote of each 
member, effective June 3, 1980, is as follows:

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The responsibilities of the W.R.T.A. Advisory Board include: 


¢ Approval of changes in fares; 
¢ Approval of changes in mass transportation service; 
¢ Conducting public hearings on proposed grants; 


¢ Approval of construction, modification and improvement of 
facilities and equipment; 


¢ Adoption of an annual budget; 
¢ Establishing policies for Authority operations; 
¢« Appointment of an Administrator. 


SERVICES 


Although the W.R.T.A. is responsible for establishing routes, 
regulating service and setting fares, it is not involved in the direct 
operation of mass transportation services. State law expressly 
prohibits such a role. Rather, the W.R.T.A. must rely on contracts 
with private operators to furnish both fixed-route public transpor- 
tation service and special paratransit service for the elderly and 
handicapped. 


Fixed-Route Service 


Fiscal year 1980 marked the second year of operation for 
Worcester Area Transportation Company Inc. (WATC). WATC 
was established by ATE Management and Service Company, Inc. 
under contract to the W.R.T.A., to operate bus service using the 
buildings, equipment and buses owned by the Authority. ATE 
provided a two-man resident management team to direct daily 
operations of the bus system. 


In addition, ATE provided non-resident personnel from their 
headquarters office, who furnished advisory and technical 
assistance in numerous areas, including administration, main- 
tenance, finance, marketing and operations analysis. 


A major feature of the RTA fixed-route service during this 
period was the implementation of numerous service modifications 
resulting from the Comprehensive Operational Analysis (COA) 
study. 


During the months of March and April of 1979, the COA 
study was performed on the RTA system by a team of transit 
analysts from ATE Management and Service Co., Inc. Public 
response was received from a “Tell Us Where To Go” campaign. 
The route and schedule recommendations derived from this study 
were implemented in September, 1979 and February of 1980. 
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The service changes affected 20 bus routes in Worcester, 
Holden, Millbury and Shrewsbury. The changes included: 


¢ Adjusting peak hour schedules to better coordinate with 
downtown Worcester working times; 


° The reduction of some off-peak service frequencies; 
¢ Discontinuing 3 bus routes; 

¢ Extending 5 bus routes to service new areas; and 

¢ The elimination of some Sunday service. 


The effect of these changes can be demonstrated by comparing 
1980 statistics to figures from 1979, as follows:

As indicated, during 1980 there was a reduction in revenue 
miles of service and the number of bus trips (—442% and —8% 
respectively ), a modest rise in ridership (+2%) and a pronounced 
increase in productivity as measured by passengers per trip 
(+11%) and passengers per revenue mile (+7%). The clear 
conclusion is an increase in the efficiency and effectiveness of the 
RTA fixed-route service. 

Other notable developments during 1980 included: 


¢ A ridership increase of 26% in July, as compared to July of 
1979, resulting from the gasoline shortage; 


¢ The hiring of the first woman bus operator; 
¢ Additional service on bus route #1 into Millbury; 


¢ Fall, 1979 ridership, compared to Winter of 1979, showed a 2% 
increase for Worcester (reflecting the absence of almost 1,000 
student riders) and an overall 16% increase for the towns; 


¢ A children’s fare of 25¢, when accompanied by a parent; 
¢ A 45% reduction in the number of accidents. 


Paratransit Service 


The W.R.T.A. continued to provide special services for the 
elderly and handicapped offering reduced-fare program for the 
area’s elderly and handicapped, providing rides at half-fare on 
fixed-route service at any time of day. 
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The special door-to-door service for the mobility-impaired, 
SMITS, is provided through a contract with the Age Center of 
Worcester Area, Inc. The Age Center utilizes 5 vans owned by the 
W.R.T.A., all of which are equipped with wheelchair lifts. 


Persons eligible for this service are handicapped individuals 
who cannot use the existing transit service. 


SMITS is available from 6:00 to 9:00 A.M. and 3:00 to 6:00 
P.M. for work-related trips at a $2.00 fare; all 5 vans are used 
during these time periods. Between 9:00 A.M. and 3:00 P.M., 3 
vans are utilized for other purpose trips (usually medical) for a 
$1.00 fare. The fare and hours of operation were established by the 
W.R.T.A. Advisory Board. For 1980, SMITS provided service to 
14,303 persons. 


FACILITIES AND EQUIPMENT 


The most visually significant and striking item for the riding 
public during 1980 was the introduction of 10 new Advanced 
Design Buses on the RTA fixed-route service. These buses, funded 
by an 80% federal grant from the Urban Mass Transportation 
Administration (UMTA), went into operation in February, 1980. 
Their use has been rotated, by bus route and time of day, to insure 
that all riders experience their comfort. 


A second item of new equipment is the aforementioned 5 lift- 
equipped vans for the paratransit service for the elderly and 
handicapped. Also financed by an UMTA grant, they went into 
operation in August, 1979. 

A third activity, one related to the W.R.T.A. facility at 287 
Grove Street, is the decision by the Advisory Board to renovate a 
part of the present office space at this site to accomodate the 
Authority’s Administrative Office. A preliminary plan by the 
architect, Irwin A. Regent & Associates, was approved and 
detailed drawings and specifications were prepared for bid in fiscal 
year 1981. This work will be funded by UMTA grants. Another 
development related to the garaging facility was a diesel fuel leak 
in the underground 20,000 gallon tank (circa 1920) which 
necessitated its removal and replacement by two smaller tanks. 

Other capital related activities for 1980 were: 
¢ Repainting of all older buses to the new color scheme; 
¢ Installation of a new boiler at the bus garage; 
¢ Repairs to the roof of the garage; and 
* Receipt of compliance with the National Historic Preservation 

Act regarding placement of bus shelters on Worcester Common 
and the preparation of specifications for same. 
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MARKETING 
The marketing accomplishments for 1980 include: 


¢ Advertising of the COA service improvements, including direct 
mail brochures with free bus tickets to neighborhoods affected 
by service changes; 


¢ New timetable format; 


¢ Radio and TV advertising through reciprocal relationships 
from exterior bus advertisers; 


¢ Greater use of billboard advertising; 

¢ A market research survey of major downtown Worcester 
employers; 

¢ Appearance of the RTA system map in the Yellow Pages; 


¢ Introduction of the monthly commuter pass, the “I-Pass” for 
$20.00 sold at various downtown outlets; 


¢ Discussions with a major downtown bank for subsidization of I- 
Pass sales to employees; 

¢ Implementation of “Nickel Days” promotion in March; 

¢ Preparation of a “How to Ride” guide and map; 

¢ Introduction of “Toys for Tots”/free bus ride program ; and 

¢ Development of Marketing Plan for 1981. 


PLANNING 


A major planning effort in 1980 was the preparation and 
adoption of the “504” Transition Plan for Central Massachusetts. 
This document, developed by the Central Mass. Regional Planning 
Commission (C.M.R.P.C.), examined the current accessability of 
the transit system to the handicapped and presents a program for 
achieving the same. After reviewing the options for program 
accessability (as mandated by federal “504” regulations), the 
W.R.T.A. Advisory Board voted to postpone ordering new buses 
with lifts and to continue SMITS at its present level of service. 


The C.M.R.P.C. is also under contract to the Authority to 
provide planning services during 1980, and in addition to technical 
assistance on various fixed-route and paratransit service 
developments, studies were conducted on: 


¢ An energy contingency plan for RTA fixed-route service and 
operation; 


¢ Comparative ridership statistics and an analysis of same; 
¢ A “one-fare” system for the RTA services; and 
¢ Service to the pending Worcester Civic Center. 
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ANNUAL PROGRAM 


During 1980, the W.R.T.A. Advisory Board adopted the 
Annual Improvement Program, 1981. The program is attached as 
an Appendix. 


The program responds to the need to: 1) establish long-term 
goals and short-term objectives for the Authority, and 2) fulfill the 
statutory obligation for a .. .“program for public mass transpor- 
tation which shall include a long range program for the 
construction, reconstruction or alteration of facilities for mass 
transportation of persons within the area constituting the 
Authority together with a schedule for the implementation of 
such a program and comprehensive financial estimates of costs 
and revenues”. 


The goals and objectives are presented in 3 categories: 
Service, Capital and Performance. This program incorporates the 
key features of the Management by Objectives process. 


FUNDING 
Operating Costs 


The funding for each year’s operating costs typically comes 
from the following sources: 


Federal Government 50% 
Commonwealth of Mass. 25% 
Member Communities 25% 

100% 


When funds are needed, the W.R.T.A. borrows the money 
from financial institutions, through a competitive bidding process, 
in anticipation of the receipt of federal grants and state and local 
reimbursements. 


In 1980, the Authority sold notes in the amount of $2,400,000, 
dated July 25, 1979 and maturing on December 23, 1980, to the 
First National Bank of Boston for 5.96%, the lowest bid received. 


The state and local municipalities’ share of W.R.T.A. operating 
costs are received in December for the previous fiscal year ending 
June 30th. The following shows the assessment for each member 
municipality for fiscal year 1980 (to be received in December 1980) 
as compared to the assessment for 1979:

The federal government’s share of operating costs is obtained 
from UMTA, involving the submittal of a grant application, the 
approval of same by UMTA and the subsequent receipt of the 
monies by the Authority. In January, 1980 UMTA awarded the 
W.R.T.A. a $1,748,982 grant for 50% of the operating costs for the 
1980 fiscal period. The local receipt of these funds during the 
remainder of the fiscal year was greatly expedited by use of the 
Letter-Of-Credit payment procedure. 


In April of 1980, the Authority submitted a grant application 
for the federal share of fiscal year 1981 operating costs. Many 
uncertainties, however, surround federal funding for 1981 (and 
beyond) since new legislation is under consideration by Congress 
that could, for the first time, authorize a level of funding which 
would satisfy less than 50% of the operating costs. This would 
obviously increase the state and local share of Authority costs. 


The Advisory Board, recognizing this potential impact of 
reduced federal funding, considered the option of utilizing federal 
monies only for “essential” services (i.e., RTA fixed-route services 
and SMITS). Other “non-essential” services (e.g., Elder Shopper 
Special) would be financed equally by the state and the affected 
member community. A final decision is awaiting the outcome of 
federal legislation and the accompanying funding levels. 


Capital Costs 


The funding for capital expenses is derived from the following 
sources:

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During 1980, the W.R.T.A. purchased new equipment and 
implemented property improvements, as noted above, which were 
financed 80% by an UMTA grant of $2,289,280 (approved in 
December, 1978). The federal share of these capital costs was 
obtained through the Letter-Of-Credit procedure. The remaining 
20% share, $575,320, was furnished by a bond anticipation note; 
the interest subject to equal state and local participation as an 
operating cost. A bond is expected to be issued in 1981. 


In October, 1979, the Authority submitted a grant application 
requesting funding assistance for certain equipment purchases 
and property renovations. In June, 1980 a grant of $1,728,152 was 
approved by UMTA for: 


¢ 10 Advanced Design Buses with lifts; 
¢ 5 Small Buses with lifts; 

¢ A road maintenance vehicle; 

¢ Bus washer; 

¢ Facility renovations; 

¢ Shop tools and equipment; and 

¢ Office equipment and furniture. 


Also in June, the W.R.T.A. submitted an ammendment to the 
above grant requesting additional funding for the procurement of 
more buses. 


LEGISLATION 


In addition to concern over federal legislation, the Advisory 
Board, after reviewing proposed state legislation for the re- 
orginization of the MBTA voted to oppose this bill unless the 
W.R.T.A benefits from it. 


In accordance with state law (Chapter 161B), the above 
assessments are based on the proportion which the loss attributable 
to each route within each municipality bears to the loss attributable 
for all routes for all municipalities of regular transit service plus the 
allocated net cost of special transit service.

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Report of the School Committee 


To the Citizens of Millbury: 


The School Committee herewith submits its annual report for 
the year ending December 31, 1980. 


The School Committee has certainly witnessed a range of 
educational endeavors in 1980. Our yearly job of policy making 
has encompassed basic skills to computer programs. Millbury 
again this year has excelled but only by the cooperation of 
administration, teachers, auxillary staff and citizens at large. 
Working cooperatively with any one of our 15 advisory commit- 
tees, programs have been initiated and implemented. 


We are still very much involved in securing federal funds. 
This year the administrative assistant to the superintendent has 
reported that $175,560 was received to conduct instructional 
programs and to purchase equipment. Federal funds have made it 
possible to introduce two new programs at the high school level. 
Approximately $14,000 in occupational funds went towards the 
purchase of a digital computer, the balance being given by Digital 
Corp. Subsequently Wyman Gordan gave a grant for computer 
work. About $6,000 went towards the construction and equipping 
of a solar greenhouse. Both projects hold much promise and 
should see substantial growth in student and staff use over the 
forseeable future. The public has enjoyed the plant sales also. 


Energy conservation continues to be of prime importance. 
Our business managers’ efforts have anabled the School 
department to reduce oil consumption from 209,000 gallons in ’78- 
"79 to 159,000 gallons for 1980. This winter has been exceptional 
but we will continue to conserve. A technical energy audit is 
scheduled for the spring allowing for matching funds towards new 
burners. 


The School Building Committee held an open house and 
dedicated the high school athletic facilities in the name of Martin 
J. Roach on November 2, 1980. Mr. Roach and his family were 
present and we were all most pleased to honor Mr. Roach for his 
many years of dedicated service as a high school teacher, coach 
and administrator. All who participated in this program were able 
to tour and inspect the new additions and renovations which are 
now seeing daily use by our staff and students. We wish to convey 
our sincere thanks to you for your support in making this renova- 
tion program a success. 


At the present time, the School Committee is facing the diffi- 
cult tasks of implementing Proposition 24. Meetings are now 
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being held with the Selectmen and it seems quite definite that the 
1981-82 budget will be substantially less than the 1980-81 budget. 
If the state legislature isn’t able to help the cities and towns, we 
will be forced to reduce staff and student services accordingly. 
However, we will do our very best to provide quality educational 
programs within the financial resources which will be made avail- 
able to us. As always, your help and assistance are very much 
appreciated. 


Following this report you will find comprehensive reports 
from the Superintendent of Schools, building principals and 
systemwide directors. We urge you to read their reports in detail 
so that you will be more aware of the specifics of programs taking 
place at each building level as well as across grade levels. 


In summary, the Committee wishes to extend its thanks to 
our Superintendent, administrators, the entire staff, students, 
parents and all interested residents who have supported our 
efforts over the past year. Your continued interest and active 
participation plays a vital part in our decision making and 
without your strong support we would not be able to conduct the 
many programs which are so necessary if we are to provide 
quality services to our young people.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


This is my seventh annual report to you as Superintendent of Schools, 
and it is my sincere pleasure to summarize for you the present status of our 
instructional program in grades K-12. 


Our High School renovation program is now in the final phases of being 
completed. The building Committee has approved new tile floor work, new 
ceilings, new lighting, new furnishings for the High School cafeteria, and a 
new ceiling, acoustical blocks and drapes for the High School auditorium. 
Both the Building Committee and School Committee were pleased to host the 
formal dedication program which took place this past November 2nd to honor 
Mr. Martin J. Roach dedicating our new athletic facilities in his name. We are 
delighted with the new and renovated High School facilities and wish to 
sincerely acknowledge the works of the School Building Committee for their 
effort and time in making our High School building program a success. 


The new “Policy on Basic Skills” is now being implemented. We are most 
pleased with the results of our fall testing of grade 4 and grade 8 students. 
We will test grade 2 students this coming spring and re-test students who 
have failed the first testing. A full report of all test results will be made public 
this coming summer and should demonstrate that the overwhelming 
majority of our students are meeting the established minimum standards in 
reading, writing and math. Our next task will be to establish minimum 
standards for listening and speaking skills. Meetings will be held this winter 
and by early spring our listening and speaking standards should be 
established and ready for approval. 


As we look towards the 1981-82 school year, we find that Proposition 24% 
presents many serious problems. The information which we have at the 
present time calls for a 1981-82 budget which will be some $700,000, less than 
our 1980-81 budget. If such a budget is implemented it will mean that we will 
be forced to reduce and supportive personnel to such a degree that our 
programs and services will be drastically curtailed. Without a doubt such a 
budget reduction will affect all school programs and services. However, every 
attemp will be made to provide the best possible programs within the fiscal 
restraint imposed upon us by Proposition 2. 


Over the past six years, we have encouraged community involvement in 
our many programs. We appreciate the willingness of parents, business 
leaders and interested residents to serve on our advisory committees. The 
suggestions and direct communication which takes place at such meetings is 
most helpful to us in evaluating our present programs and in planning future 
programs. Our sincere thanks to all who have shared their ideas and thinking 
with us and we extend to you an open invitation to work with us in years 
ahead. 


FEDERAL PROGRAMS 


In the 1979-80 school year we received approximately $176,130 in federal 
funds; our total for the 1980-81 year declined slightly to $175,560. Title I 
funding increased from $77,233 to $78,199 and made it possible for us to 
continue the programs at all levels and to expand coverage to a full day. Aid 
to instruction, testing and library media services under Title IV-8 decreased 
substancially from $15,926 to $6,233. Special Needs program funding 
increased from $54,600 to $63,051 while the funding for the Occupational 
Education programs under PL 94-482 declined from $29,526 to $27,978. The 
above funds have made it possible for us to provide tutorial instruction in 
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reading and math, purchase needed equipment and instructional supplies. 
Further we were able to introduce new learning experiences for High School 
youngsters (computer center and greenhouse) in career education. In 
addition, we received a $1,100 grant from the National Endowment for the 
Arts for a poet in residence. The poet conducted workshops for grades 3-12. 
We have been most fortunate in receiving federal funds and we will continue 
to do our best to secure such funds in the future. 


ANNUAL REPORTS OF 
BUILDING PRINCIPALS AND K-12 DIRECTORS 


K-12 Program— Mr. Kelton D. Johnson, Principal— Enrollment at the K-2 
level was only slightly lower than in 1979. Three schools house our K-2 pro- 
gram with Center School being the largest with an enrollment of approxi- 
mately 240 students. A grade two teacher was eliminated due to a decline in 
enrollment and with the passage of Proposition 24 additional staff members 
will have to be terminated. This year an area has been established for a 
federally funded special needs pre-school program which is held during the 
morning. This same area is used by the school psychologist and Title I staff 
during the afternoon. It has always been the administration’s philosophy to 
provide a program of continuity and enrichment for each child in the Millbury 
school system. By providing specialists and Title I personnel to work with 
children where there is a need. In this way we have been able to meet the 
individual needs of our students. A supportive, rich, challenging environment 
is essential and it is our goal to make school a pleasant and happy place in 
which children can grow through successful experiences. Each May we 
conduct a kindergarten screening program and invite all incoming students 
to attend our June orientation. Our reading program begins at the 
kindergarten level and is individualized as much as possible. We have 
initiated an accelerated class for those students who have demonstrated 
superior reading skills. Beginning this year, the first grade classes at Center 
School and Dorothy Manor Schools will be homogeneously grouped for their 
reading instruction. Previously formalized grouping had occurred on more of 
a remedial basis. At the grade two level children continue to work in their 
appropriate homogeneous groupings. The Scott Foresman Levels Program is 
used as the primary basal. Components from the Houghton Mifflin Program 
are used to supplement the program. Introduced this year, the grade two 
children are now also being grouped for their phonics instruction three days 
weekly. Children will receive both their reading instruction and their phonics 
instruction from the same teacher for a more unified approach. The Reading 
is Fundamental (R.I.F.) Program has been extended to include the second 
grade students. Children will participate in three R.I.F. distributions during 
the year. In September, 1980 a mathematically talented class was added to 
Dorothy Manor School. The program is similar to the one conducted at 
Center School with those children identified as “talented” in mathematics by 
their teacher, meeting with the math specialists at least once weekly. The 
children have an opportunity to work on special topics, i.e. bases, consumer 
spending, calorie counting, etc. Our special needs program continues to 
improve and we are most pleased with the work of our special needs teachers 
and teacher aides. All curriculum areas have been improved and we continue 
to concentrate on improving spelling and writing skills. Grade two will be 
involved in the basic skills testing in the areas of reading, math and writing. 
During this past summer our teachers developed curriculum guides in 
writing, listening and speaking. These guides are now being used on a daily 
basis by all elementary teachers. We feel confident that our students will be 
well prepared to meet the requirements of the basic skills policy. The Center 
School library media center continues to do an excellent job in supplying all 
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instructional materials requested and has done much to encourage students 
to use both the school and town library. In summary, we wish to 
acknowledge the outstanding work of our music, physical education and art 
staff for providing programs for parents and friends. We also wish to thank 
our many volunteers, friends and interested students as well as the police and 
fire departments for their help and support in making our programs more 
interesting and meaningful. 


Elmwood School, Grades 3-5—Mr. Francis J. Lopato, Principal—The 
challenge we all face in 1980 is being more “accountable.” We have found that 
the most effective way to increase student achievement has been to increase 
teacher achievement by providing a greater variety and quality of instruc- 
tional materials that have made it possible for our teachers to communicate, 
motivate and re-enforce learning in the basic skills area. The Elmwood School 
has all the indoor and outdoor facilities to provide for a full range of services 
to intermediate grade students. We have approximately five hundred and 
twenty-five students in grades 3, 4 and 5. For instructional purposes students 
are grouped homogeneously for reading and math and heterogeneously for all 
other subjects. Under the leadership of the Superintendent, a basic skills im- 
provement program has been implemented and we expect that our results will 
demonstrate that the majority of our students will meet the minimum 
standards in math, writing and reading. The major goal of our reading 
program is to improve the basic skills of reading, word analysis skills and 
comprehension. Each basal reading program used is designed to incorporate 
listening, speaking and writing activities with the teaching of reading. As in 
the past, the children are grouped homogeneously to allow each child the 
opportunity to advance according to his ability. A great deal of effort has 
been spent over the last several years in improving math application. Now 
that these scores have improved to our satisfaction, increased attention will 
be given to the area of computation, particularly to the mastery of basic 
facts. Consumer mathematics will continue to be emphasized. 


Raymond E. Shaw Middle School— Grades 6-8— Mr. Daniel C. Carmody, 
Principal— The Middle School through its staff and programs provide a wide 
variety of experiences to enable the adolescent to pass from young child to 
young adulthood. These experiences enable the student to develop intellec- 
tual, physical and emotional growth and provide a smooth transition from 
elementary to high school. This past year, a great deal of emphasis has been 
placed on the state mandated “Policy on Basic Skills Improvement.” The 
program includes setting minimum standards, evaluation of student 
performance, follow-up instructional services and public reporting of test 
results. A team of teachers has developed a basic skills curriculum guide in 
the areas of listening, speaking and writing. All students in grade eight have 
taken the state approved basic skills test in Reading, Math, and Writing. As 
a result of this testing, follow-up services will be provided for those students 
who do not achieve minimum standards. Reading continues to be a 
target of primary focus. Our reading program at the grade six level is 
characterized by three separate programs to meet the individualized needs of 
our students. Reading in grade seven and eight places more emphasis on 
individual skill building. Our Math programs place a great deal of emphasis 
on mastery of the four basic operations of addition, subtraction, multiplica- 
tion and division. Naturally, for those students who move at a quicker pace 
provision is made to do so. Science at the grade six level is general in nature 
(space, physical and environmental). This curriculum provides a smooth 
transition for our life science in grade seven and physical science in grade 
eight. Social Studies in grade six are focused on development of man up 
through modern times in the Old World. At grade seven and eight the cur- 
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riculum deals with physical and cultural information. The Social Studies 
curriculum serves as an excellent tool to reinforce reading/writing skills. Our 
Music program, both choral and instrumental, continues to grow. In addition 
to our annual Christmas and Spring Concerts, featuring the band and chorus, 
our students presented a very successful musical, “Mississippi Melody”. 
These experiences not only allow the students to express their musical talents 
but also, provides them the opportunity to discover more about themselves. 
Project Fair night once again proved to be very successful. The Spelling Bee 
and project displays provide an outlet for students to exhibit their talents. 
The many extra currucular activities, interscholastic competition, intra- 
murals, Student Council, Honor Society, all serve to contribute to the spirit 
of the school community and further serve in the developmental process of 
the student. Our activity oriented program serves as an outlet for students to 
explore their own interests. This eight week program is conducted each year 
between the winter and spring vacation periods. Our Media Center plays an 
integral role in our curriculum, reinforcing classroom activities and providing 
a resource for recreational reading. Students interested in exploring more 
about career information may do so in the Career Resource Center. The Title I 
program serves a target population of fifty students. This program provides 
small group learning experiences in Reading and Math. The Title I Parent 
Advisory Council provides direct feedback about our program. In closing, we 
wish to thank the staff, administration, School Committee, parents and 
Mother’s Club without whose support we could not carry on a diversified pro- 
gram needed to meet the challenge of adolescence. 


Millbury Memorial High School, Grades 9-12—Mr. Donald P. Drake, 
Principal— This school year is seeing the conclusion to our building 
renovation program. The School Building Committee has approved new tile 
floor work, lighting, ceilings, cafeteria furnishings as well as renovating the 
auditorium ceiling and adding new stage curtains and acoustical blocks. Our 
sincere thanks to each member of the School Building Committee. In addition 
to our renovations, we have the addition of a new solar greenhouse in the 
front of our building which has been exceptionally well received by our 
students and staff. It should be noted that the greenhouse was built and 
equipped with the assistance of federal funds. We also are very pleased with 
our new Digital computer center which offers us many opportunities to 
explore the area of computer use. We see more and more use being made of 
the computer as we become more aware of its potential. Through the use of 
federal funds (Title I) we are able to provide tutorial instruction in reading 
and math, and through occupational funds (P.L. 94-482) we have purchased 
needed equipment for business, home economics and industrial arts students. 
For the third year, we have the use of a computer terminal to obtain college 
and career education information. We continue to organize our curriculum to 
meet the varying ability levels of our students. Special need classes, Title I 
and our new emphasis on basic skills have all been taken into consideration in 
our course offerings as well as programs for the academically talented. 
Department heads and staff have made us aware of our need to continually 
evaluate our programs. In this respect we have continued our advanced 
placement program in English. Once again the Winter Carnival and 
Homecoming were highlights of the social activities for the student body. 
Events such as these, reflecting a great deal of time and effort on the part of a 
few of our faculty members, have done much to promote the excellent spirit 
which we have in this school. In summary, we wish to thank parents and 
members of our advisory committees for their help and assistance. We will 
continue to make every effort to inform parents of our programs and extend 
an open invitation to all interested residents to call on us when we can be of 
service. 
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Guidance— Mr. William Cunning, Director—The guidance program at the 
K-2 level is preventive oriented and operates in close cooperation with the 
special needs teachers as well as all classroom teachers. Every effort is made 
to provide needed services at the earliest possible age so that a student will 
not have a severe problem in later grades. The guidance program for grades 
3-5 is primarily group oriented. It focuses itself on making the child more 
aware of himself and is a continuation of the program which starts at the 
kindergarten level. In addition to self-awareness a strong emphasis is placed 
on career education. The career education program is conducted through the 
cooperation of the teachers who integrate career education material into their 
curriculum. Group sessions are also conducted in the awareness area by Mr. 
Montimurro, the counselor in grades 3-5. Emphasis is placed on developing a 
positive self-image, an appreciation of all work and relevancy between school 
work and the world of work. A new group has been created at Elmwood. It’s 
entitled “Children of Divorce” and is designed to meet the emotional needs of 
children from homes where the parents are either divorced or separated. 
While this particular program is new, it has been well received by the children 
and their parent. The guidance program in grades 6-8 continues to expand 
upon those programs that are taking place at the K-5 levels. In addition to 
the individual counseling with students, a great deal of emphasis is placed on 
the exploration of careers. Occupational information becomes an integral part 
of the curriculum. The Career Resource Center at the Middle School contains 
information on a wide variety of occupations in the form of filmstrips, articles 
and tape recordings. Students are encouraged to use this material in 
conjunction with class assignments and interest inventories that students 
may elect to take. A Career Day is conducted in the spring of each year with 
approximately 30 to 35 different careers represented. Each student is allowed 
to select three speakers to listen to each year, this is in addition to speakers 
obtained for classrooms during the school year. A great deal of emphasis is 
placed on the selection of high school subjects by grade 8 students. Students 
and parents are given the opportunity to sit down with the counselor and 
review the test results and classwork of their sons and daughters prior to 
actual class selections. Representatives from private and vocational schools 
are also invited in to speak to those students who may be interested. The 
centralized guidance facilities at the High School have proved to be a focal 
point for student services. The counselors at the High School level provide 
services to help facilitate the transition of grade 8 students to the High 
School. A brochure describing programs, facilities and activities is distributed 
to all 8th grade students and followed by an informational evening program 
for students and parents at the High School. At the High School level, all 
grade 9 students are assigned to one counselor. Beginning in their sophomore 
year, and continuing through their senior year, students are assigned 
alphabetically to counselors. A great deal of time is spent in helping students 
to elect their curriculum based on their future plans. Other programs are also 
conducted which benefit the students. The Massachusetts Occupational 
Information System provides the students with an opportunity to discover 
firsthand requirements and sources of training for different occupations. The 
testing program continues to provide students with information to assist 
them in making appropriate program and career choices. The Guidance 
Department arranges for meetings with college, military and business repre- 
sentatives to help students make informed post secondary plans. Evening 
programs for students and parents are scheduled to explain college admis- 
sions procedures and financial aid planning. An evaluative survey of 
graduates is conducted annually, and the summary report is submitted to de- 
partment heads to help in curriculum planning. In conjunction with this, the 
graduates are invited to a “Back to School Day” which is fun for the 
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graduates and informative for the staff. A Work Study Program is offered, 
and the many participating students receive on the job supervision by the 
Work Study Coordinator and academic credit for their experience. In 
conclusion, we wish to thank the administration, teaching staff, School Com- 
mittee, parents and students for their fine cooperation. 


Special Needs Program, K-12—Mr. Harry J. Loso, Director— During the 
1979-80 school year the special needs program expanded to provide services 
for an increasing number of special needs children and adolescents, ages 3 
through 21. There were three hundred and ten special needs students enrolled 
in various programs according to their individual needs. Public Law 94-142 
has made four programs possible for these students. Project PRIME is a 
diagnostic-prescriptive program for pre-school children with substantial 
special needs. Services provided are speech and language therapy, 
psychological services (children), family counseling, when necessary, adaptive 
physical education, parent in-service training, teacher in-service training, and 
learning disabilities (perceptual activities) services to pre-schoolers enrolled 
in the program. Project IMAGE has been federally funded to service K-12 
special needs students in the area of Adaptive Physical Education. Project 
Image provides an instructional program so that each student can establish 
an individualized-personalized physical activity program. Project 3-D is an 
alternative program at the Raymond E. Shaw Middle School. It is a 
comprehensive educational/vocational program for disadvantaged youths in 
grades 6-8 who have been unable to succeed in a conventional school setting. 
Project SUCCEED is a basic reading and mathematics program designed for 
special needs students in grades 9-12. This program is geared towards 
directing instruction at meeting students’ academic needs and interests. Title 
IV-C (Massachusetts Department of Education) awarded an adoption grant 
to the Millbury Public Schools. Project C.A.U.S.E. (Cultivating Activities 
Utilizing Solar Energy) is a horticultural-solar energy program at Millbury 
Memorial High School that provides teachers and students with a laboratory 
for practical applications of the theory taught in the classroom. The 
laboratory consists of a greenhouse and classroom. Teachers in all disciplines 
within the High School curriculum are able to make their subject matter 
“come alive’, be it a Spanish class growing flint corn for tortillas or a math 
class computing fertilizer application rates based on soil analysis done by a 
chemistry class. Project C.A.U.S.E. is aimed at students in grades 9-12 who 
are enrolled in various course disciplines at all academic levels such as 
advanced biology, general math or special needs classes, and who will 
hopefully benefit from such a program. At the K-12 level, the Center School 
Resource Room staff has established an effective communications system 
with all classroom teachers. In-service training involving specialists and 
regular education teachers has been extremely effective in a ‘team effort.” 
At grades 3-8 special needs teacher aides certified in learning disabilities have 
been hired to work with students at the Elmwood Street School and the 
Raymond E. Shaw Memorial Middle School. With the large number of 
special needs students at these two levels a sophisticated monitoring system 
has been established in order to check prescriptive educational plans 
formulated for special needs students. It has become necessary in 
implementing the process of ““mainstreaming” for all teachers to be acquainted 
with the educational plans of the special needs students under their 
supervision. At the High School, special need sections in all content areas are 
offered. The intent of this program is to tailor instruction and content pace to 
the needs of 766 students. Offerings include such courses as English I, II, III, 
IV; general math, consumer math, earth science, biology, health I and II, 
geography, U. S. history, reading and learning disabilities (small group 
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instruction). Efforts have been made to reduce the dropout rate at the High 
School level by small group instruction and an increase in vocational 
offerings. Our psychological services have been increased to include services 
to all Millbury students age 3-21 for a total of 15 hours per week. An 
additional four hours are used for psychological services to parents of special 
needs students. The school nurses have provided added services to students 
by conducting a scoliosis screening program in grades 5 and 9. The health 
staff was also involved in both the kindergarten screening held in May and 
pre-school screening in October. The health staff has attended a number of in- 
service sessions dealing with such topics as child abuse, immunizations, 
various diseases and poisoning. In summary, we wish to acknowledge the 
support we have received from staff and parents as we conducted 
approximately seventy-nine full and intermediate TEAM evaluations. It is 
only through the combined efforts of administrative and teaching staff along 
with the assistance of School Committees and parents that we are able to 
continuously refine and improve our 766 services. We thank you for sharing 
your ideas and concerns with us and extend an open invitation to all who are 
interested in learning more about our programs. 


Athletic and Physical Education, K-12— Richard A. Garabedian, Director — 
Physical education is a required subject for all students in the Millbury 
school system. Pupils are scheduled each week throughout the school year. 
All physical education classes are taught by certified teachers of physical 
education. The department coordinates the entire program from level to level 
offering the broadest range of physical activities possible. The basics are 
taught at the primary level so that children will develop proper fine and gross 
motor skills. Rhythm, games of low organization are examples of the 
program in grades K-12. Field days are conducted at the elementary schools 
in the spring of each year. At the Elmwood School basics are expanded and 
students are introduced to team games and various dual and individual 
activities. Here pupils participate in soccer, track and field, gymnastics, 
rhythms and team sports activities. An intramural program is offered for 
grades four and five after school hours. Competition is provided with many 
tournaments taking place. An annual gymnastics show and a track and field 
olympic day is also part of the physical education program. The Middle 
School program offers students the opportunity to expand their athletic 
activities. A wide range of team and individual athletic activities are 
incorporated into the curriculum. The intramural program is an extension of 
the regular program and allows for a greater refinement of physical skills in a 
competitive environment. Extramural competition with other schools is 
scheduled during the year in basketball, touch football, soccer, field hockey, 
cross country, gymnastics, softball and track. In the spring, a “Super Stars” 
competition is conducted as part of the physical education/intramural 
program. The High School curriculum has the widest and most refined level 
of sports skills. With the completion of the new facilities, more elective type 
activities are offered. Facilities now enable the staff to offer tennis, wrestling, 
weight training and a broader gymnastics and track program. The additions 
also promote a three teaching station system at the High School. Once again, 
the Marine Physical Fitness Test was administered at the High School. An 
outgrowth of the required physical education program is our interscholastic 
program which offers students many opportunities to participate in 
competitive athletics. Approximately 32% of the student body participated 
on interscholastic teams. This fall our night athletic schedule included three 
football games and six soccer games. We are now working on forming a 
gymnastics club which will bring the total number of teams to thirty-one. 
This past summer a physical education program was conducted at the 
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Elmwood School for a five week period. Children were provided instruction 
and competition in many recreational activities. Special programs were held 
on various days during the program. In summary, special thanks goes to the 
School Committee, central administration, staff, students and residents for 
their continued support and cooperation. 


SUMMARY-—In conclusion, it can be stated that 1980 has seen the 
implementation of our Basic Skills Program, the addition of a solar 
greenhouse and computer program at the High School as well as the passage 
of Proposition 214. The latter presents us with many serious problems which 
at this writing are still at the studying stage until more solid information is 
known to us. As we look towards the 1981-82 school year, our main concern is 
the severe reduction in program and services which Proposition 24% seems to 
indicate. It saddens us to see the possibility of reducing our teaching staff by 
some twenty-five teachers and to inform dedicated supportive staff members 
we cannot afford their services. If these reductions in staff become effective in 
1981, we will still do our very best to provide all of our students with a wide 
variety of learning experiences. Our sincere thanks to each School Committee 
member and to each parent and volunteer who supported our efforts out of a 
sincere concern for young people. Thank you.
